OKLAHOMA CITY, Aug. 4.— Tabulation of unofficial and incomplete returns from 1,445 
precincts of the state in yesterday’s primary, as announced by the Daily Oklahoman-Times 
election bureau at two o’clock, gave Scott Ferris 72,480 and Senator T. P. Gore, 47,784 in 
the Democrat contest for the senatorial nomination. 
Ferris increased his lead to 24,696. 
Returns from the republican contest for the senatorial nomination were very meagre and 
widely scattered as received here today. 
On the face of available returns, both unofficial 
and incomplete, it appeared that representative J .W.Harreld, of Oklahoma City, was lead­ 
ing the field, with James B. Cullison pushing for first place. 
In the Democrat contest for 
the nomination in the fifth district, E. B. Swank continued to lead, in spite of the lead eiven 
Roy E. Stafford in Oklahoma City and County. 
It appealed that Elmei Thomas still had a chance to win the democrat nomination in 
the sixth district, although Cham Jones was leading by approximately 250 at noon. 
In the special election in the eighth district, to fill out the unexpired term of the late 
representative Dick T. Morgan, in which centers on the republican election of Charles Swin- 
dal, appeared to be in the lead.

Association for Im proving the Con­ 
dition of the Poor, which has been 
conducted by women for more than 
a year in an old-tim e saloon in 
New York City, has grown to such 
an extent th a t the association has 
been forced to obtain larger quart­ 
ers, which curiously enough were 
also occupied by a saloon in the

The kitchen and lunchroom was 
opened to the public a short tim e 
after the w ar tim e prohibition law 
became effective.

3,388 miners are on a strike in 
33 mines in the Kan*****. 
his telegram Lewis declared that 
the strikes were i legal ana una i- 
thorized and in violation of a con­ 
tract 
between 
the 
United 
Mine 
workers and the Southwest 
Coal 
association. 
Lewis also sent a telegram to 
Alexander Howat, president of the 
Kansas miners. In his message Lew­ 
is declared that the president of 
the Kansas miners had made an 
attempt to settle the strike in that

serious 
shortage. 
The gas situation in San Francis­ 
co has become so serious that yes­ 
terday six United States 'destroyers 
drew up at the loading plant of 
the Associated Oil company with 
orders to sieze 500,000 gallons of 
fuel oil. The commander of the 
vessels were given orders to use 
all means within the navy’s power 
to obtain the oil.
